The trap is four feet long by two 
bfeet ani seven inches wide,, but the 
electrician says he intends to make 
traps of all sizes to ftt circumstances 
2nd he is bold enough to assert he can 
make a trap big enough to catch 
bears, 

The application of electricity to the 
rap is very simple. Beside the cage, 
Which is made of wire netting, set on 
a board platform, stands a dry electric 
battery of ten cells of the power of 
fifteen volts. One current and two 
magnets, one for each trap door, are 
used, and all the electric apparatus 5 
on the bottom of the platform and out 
of sight, only the wires that connect 
with the battery being ‘visible.

THEY COME TO A POINT WHERE TO 
STOP OR GO ON iS DEATH. 


The Arsenic Eaters of Lower Australia—Had 
te Mave His Daily Corresive sublimate— 
All Persons Are Regular Consumers of 
Poison. 


Poisons are poisons the world over 
but Prople caninsure themselves to the 
use of them an dabsorb them in seem- 
‘ng safety for a long period, although 
eventually they never fail to exact the 
Penalty that their consumption invar- 
‘ably commands. There is an interest- 
‘ng article onthis subject in an old 
Copy of Harpers’ Magazine, bearing 
date of 1854. It was based upon the 
fact that an interesting trial for 
murder had taken place io Austria. 
The prisoner, Anna Alexander, was a&- 
quitted by the jury, who, in the vari- 
ous questions put to the witnesses in 
order to discover whether the mur- 
dered man, Lieut. Matthew Warsel. 
Was a poison eater or not, educed some 
Very curious evidence relating to this 
class of persons. It is not generally 
known that eating poison is actually 
practised in more countries than one. 
At the time of the trial referred to 
much interesting information regard- 
ing poison eating was gathered by a 
physician, Dr. T. Von Tschudi. He pre- 
pared an account of his inevstigation 
in part as follows 

“In some districts in Lower Aus- 
tria and in Styria, especialiy in those 
mountainous parts bordering on Hun- 
gary, there prevails the strange Qavit 
of eating arsenic. The peasantry iD 
particular are given to it. They ob- 
tain it under the name of hedri from 
the travelling hucksters and gather- 
ers of herbs who on their side getit 
from the glassblowers or purchase it 
from the cow doctors, quacks, or moun- 
tebanks 

THE POISON EATERS 
have a twofold aim in their dangerous 
enjoyment, one of which is to obtain 
a fresh healthy appearance, and to re- 
quite acertain degree of enbonpoint. 
On this account, therefore ,gay village 
lads and jassies employ the dangerous 
agent, that they may become more at- 
tractive to each other; gnd it is re- 
ally astonishing with what faveralle 
results their endeavors are attended, 
for it is the youthful poison eeters 
that are, generaily speaking,  distin- 
guished by blooming compiexions and 
by an appearance of exuberant health 

Out of many examples I select the 
following: A farm servant who work- 
led in a cow house was thin and pale, 
but nevertheless well and healthy. 
This girl had a lover whom she wished 
to enchain still more firmly; and ip 
order to obtuin a more pleasing ex- 
terior she had recourse to the well- 
Known means, and swallowed every 
Week several doses of arsenic. The 
desired result was obtained, and in 
a few months she was much fuller in 
the figure rosy-cleeked ,and,in short, 
quite according to Ler lever’s taste. In 
order to increase the eifect she was 
so rash as to increase the dose of ar- 
senic, and fell a victim to her vanity. 
She was puisoned, and died au ayoniz-

Ostensibly the atmosphere was serene. 


On 16th October, 1889, the Assembly 
convened for the second session. The 
Lieut.-Governor in his speech promised 
to submit a statement of Receipts and 
Expenditure, and also “ the Territorial 
Estimates for 1889 90, which wall be 
‘“‘ prepared with the assistance of my 
“ Advisory Council.” This was quite 
in accord with the common expectation. 
The surface of things was not in any 
especially significant manner ruffled 
potil the 29th of October, when Mr 
Haultain from the Advisory Council 
made tne following statement : 

* T have to announce to the House 
* on behalf of the Advisory Council 
** that we have tendered our resignation 
“to the Lieut.-Governor, and I am 
authorized to say thtt His Honour 
“ has been pleased to accept it.” 

The reason for the resignation of the 
Advisory Council may be briefly statad 
ns the following : When the Assembly 
met, the members of the Council dis 
covered that in spite of the formality 
pf the meetings over which His Honour 
presided and at which regular Minutes 
were passed and approved—all of 
record—their advise had been ignored 
His Honour had not only acted with 
out advice, but had ignored the advice 
of his Advisers and the action of them 
and himeelf in Council. The Advisers 
having met with His Hovour in 
Council, and having by Minutes direct- 
ed certain lines of action, such Minutes 
being approved by His Honour as 
President of the Council, they supposed 
that the direction thus agreed upon 
should have been followed ; they dis 
covered that their direction had not 
been followed.

The right and power to control 
the funds had been handed over to the 
Assembly by His Honour the previous 
year. It is an old political axiom that 
no extension of the franchise once 
obtained shall ever be relinquished; and 
the Assembly resolyed to be guided by 
the axiom. Once before, as was re 
corded in our first article, the old 
North West Council, by an inadvertance 
at Ottawa, had been deprived of 
almost their whole power to legislate. 
They proceeded to legis!ate just the 
same, althcugh one of their Members, 
Col. Hugh Richardson, pointed out 
the lack of power and refused to be a 
party to the legislation. The outcome 
proved thst Col. Richardson was legally 
tight, and before the North West Coun 
cil’s Ordinances of 18381 were 
there had to be special legislation 
passed at Ottawa to nuke them legally 
but the very tact of this specia! legis 


legal 


lation proved that the — position 
of the majority of the Council 
was morally — right. The out 
come, while establishing the technical 


accuracy of Col. Richardson’s position, 
proved that the position taken by the 
wajority of bis colleagues had obviated 
a hardship. If they had admitted the 
non-posseesion of power for the time 
being, they wou'd for a time have 
lacked the power to legislate, but they 
refused to admit the lack of of power, 
end asa matter of fact their refusal 
operated to obviate the lack, 


It is well understood now, and was 
then, although in the nature of things 
Hon, Joseph Royal could not state it, 
that the position he assumed in 1889 
was not so much his own, as it was the 
position of the Ottawa authorities. 
The Assembly were pertectly aware of 
this fact ; and the incidents of 1889 
and 1890 created no feeling against 
His Honour. He was, as far the 
finances were concerned, merely an 
ofticial of the Department of the In 
terior ; and if it was the policy of the 
Government to withhold control from 
the Asseibly, the Lieut.-Governor had 
no recourse.

MULCHING THE GARDEN. 


There is scarcely any other simple 
service by waich the fruit garden may 
be so greatly benefited as by the appli- 
cation of a generous mu'ch of some 
kind. All fruit trees are greatly help- 
ed by it; all the smallfruits with the 
exception of the grape, need it tohe:p 
the:in through the great heat of our 
summers; some of them cannot be sat- 
isfactorily cultivated, indeed, . without 
it. The strawberry is very greatiy 
assisted not only to full-sized fruit but 
to a long-continued crop by this de- 
vice for conserving the natural mols- 
ture of the soil. The mulch is also 
highly desirable to keep the fruit clean 
When ripening, at which time it is oft- 
@n “sanded” by showers, rendering it 
practically worthieas—few people care 
for strawberries which have lost their 
Qlavor as well as taeir sand by being 
Washed. The same treatment is hard- 
ly less needful to tbe raspberry, for 
those who raise this fine fruit well 
know bow rapidly without it the ber- 
ries diminish in size after a few hot, 
dry days; how, suddeniy, also, they 
Grow large and luscious again after a 
drenching shower. it will be readily 
understood, therefore, that a mulch of 
several inches of sume protecung ma-~- 
terial will greatly help to keep up the 
quality anu size of the fruit, even un- 
der the hottest summer skies. : 

The currant and goosterry, 0 
course, appreciate anything which 
helps to remind then, of their natural 
soil wonditions. What material is used 
for this purpose is of little importance, 
whatever is most easily available will 
generally do, except that for straw- 
berries, which grow sv near the ground 
it should be of clean straw, hay OF 
other like umobjeciionable character.

FROM BLACK TO WHITE. 


Doctor Collignon's Interesting @bserva- 
tions on the Coler of Negrees. 

Some very interesting experiments 
have just been made by Dr. Colligaon, 
of Paris, with the view of ascertaining 
the causes whnich bring about achange 
of color in negroes. It has long been 
known that members of the colored 
race grow black as they grow old, but 
apparently gooone before Dr. Collig- 
non thought it worth while to find 
out the extract tint of their color 
when they are born and tbe succes- 
Sive changes which it undergoes before 
they reach maturity. He has now de- 
voted considerable time to this study, 
and the results obtained by him are 
of interest to all anthropologists. 

In order to find out the successive 
tints the Doctor used Broca’s chro- 
matic gamut. This is a small card on 
which are depicted ,in thirty-four amall 
squares the varying shades of color 
from the palest crea mto the deepset 
black. With this card as his guide the 
Doctor began his studies on a little 
Soudanese, who was recently born in 
the Champ-—ie-Marsin Paris. The birth 
took place at ten minutes after ten 
o’clock in the morning, and ten minu- 
tes later the Doctor noted the fact 
taht “the baby was much more ‘rosy 
than ‘No. 24 of Broca, with a back- 
ground of scattered pigments, which 
were already beginning to hide the 
tint, and which gave the child the 
aspect of a pale lilac.” Ten days later 
the infant bore a tint extremely like 


‘that of powdered cocoa, and Dr. Col- 


lignon registered this tint as No. §9 
or Broca. The feet and the hands 
however, had remained red, as well as 
the upper part of the arms. Gradually 
they too, begun to change, and in 
a few weeks they were of a chamois 
color, which imperceptibly deepened in- 
to achoco.ate similar to that of the 
rest of the body.

7 BLACK AND RED EGGS. 
There is not, so far as L know, any 
aliment more appreciited than eggs. 
Their vaiue is knawn to ali. Like 
milk, they offer to digestive action, un- 
der a simple form, albuminoid matter, 
fatty matter, sugar and sa!ts, similar 
to those which enter into the composi- 
tion of the blood. Albumen is found in 
them in almost the same and fatty 
matter in a larger proportion than 
in the muscular meat of the ox. Con- 
Sequently, there are united, in one 
aliment, substances which play an im- 


economy ol life. Eggs present all the 
characteristics of a complete aliment, 
capable of furnishing formative mater- 
lal to all the tissues of the 
human economy, even the osseous tis- 
sue. 

‘The eggs most used for food are those 
of the hen, and, more rarely, those of 
the guinea fowl, the duck, the turkey 
and the plover. The quality of the 
€ggs varies somewhat according to 
the food eaten by the bird, and to 
which must be ascribed the black col- 
oring that may be observed in ducks’ 
eggs, and the red tint that may be 
Seen in hens’ eggs. 

AS every one knows, eggs are com- 
posed of a yolk swimming in a white 
or albumen and enclosed in a shell. 
How is it possible for the yellow to as- 
Sume a black tint? The reason is 
that ducks particularly eat oak glands. 
Now, these glands are very rich in 
tannin and the yolk is rich in iron— 
the chemical combination of these two 
results in tannate of iron, which pro- 
duces ink, the good black ink of olden 
days. 

No explanation has yet been given, 
to my knowledge, at any rate, of the 
fact that hens fed on crayfish shells, 
which they like immensely, lay eggs 
the yellow of which has a bright red 
coloring. But that isa fact placed be- 
yond doubt by experience. 

Are these black or red eggs offensive? 
I do not think the eating of them 
should cause any injury to the health,: 
but L do believe that they are of in- 
ferior quality, and that for this reason 
they should be avoided. As a matter 
of fact, it is a rare thing to come 
across these eggs.

SUICIDAL DOCTORS. 


What Ie the Explanation of a Remarkabi 
Fact Shown By Statistics ? 


Statistirs show that the medical pro 
fession is more prone to suicide than 
any other. Duting the hist three years 
the mumber of suicides occurring among 
physicians bas been, respective'y, forty- 
nine, and forty-sevem per annum, an 
average of nearly one to 2,000; or, as 
ihe death rate among the physicians 
about twenty-five to 1,090, nearly one- 
fiftieth of all the deaths in the pro 
fesion have teen by suicide. It bas 
| beea suggested that an exp.anation of 
| this tendency may te found in the de- 
velopment of morbid fancies in’ the 
mind of a doctor, on account of his con- 
stant assoviation with the stck and dy- 
ing, or because he has the requisite 
knowledge of how to die puiniessly and 
conveniently. 

A medical journal dissents from all 
these views and holdsthat the leading 
| factor is the accessibnity ot the pois- 
onous drugs, Which are almost invari- 
ably used. Suicide is largely a matter 
of insane impudse. imagine a man fa- 
tigued in body and depressed in spirits 

—as the doctor very often is—swayed 
by an rabid ileesar, F conviction of the 
utter weariness of life to the impulse 
of suicide. If be had to put on his hat 
walk to the drug store and tax his :n- 
genuity for a lie with which to explain 
his desire for he might post- 
pone the fatal act from mere inertia, 
or be may meet a friend or have his 
interest in life aroused by one of a 
multitude of every-day occurrences, or 

hysivial exercise may bring him to 
bis senses. If, however, as is the case 
with almost every doctor, he has simply 
to feel in bis pockets, or walk across 
his office to pt a deadly poison, the 
impulse may carried into execution 
before anything can happen to sup- 
pant it in the brain.

ANNIVERSARY SERVICES. 

The Methodists of Moose Jaw 

Celebrate the Anniversary of 
Their Charch. 


The anniversary services held on 
Sunday and Monday last in the Metho 
dist church must have proved exceed- 
ingly gratifying tothe members of that 
congregation. Rev. Leonard Guaetz, of 
Brandon, occupied the pulpit both 
morning and evening and preached two 
very practical and helpful sermons. Mr. 
Gaetz is one of the pillars of the 
Methodist church in Canada, and his 
coming to Moose Jaw was looked _for- 
ward to not only by the members of 
the Methodist congregation but also by 
the other denominations in town, which 
were all well represented at the lecture 
given on Monday evening. The sub- 
ject of the lecture, or address, was 
‘* Some Elements ot True Progress ” 
After a few introductory remarks, Mr. 
Guetz said that according to popular 
estimation the elements of progress are 
political power, material wealth and 
social status ; but in his opinion these 
did not constitute the elements of ‘true 
progress.” An element of progress 


must in the nature of things possess 


that which will always give some new 
impetus. The lecturer then went 
on to show that the thirst for political 
power, wealth, and socia! status was 
4S great two thousand years ago as it 
1s to day, and is as prominent amongst 
the pagans, where true progress is un 
known, as it is amongst civilized 
nations. To the mind of the lecturer 
the central element of “ true progress” 
is “culture.” This includes more than 
education. Education, apart from 
other influences, was as hkely to pro 
duce accomplished villians as useful 
members of society. He strongly con 
demned educating the rising generation 
by any cramining or “ram rod” process, 
which was detrimental both to body 
and mind ; but commended a careful 
and thorough study, added to which 
there should be a true sense of moral 


justice, something beyond a strict legal 


justice ; » justice such a3 that pictured 
in the Sermonon the Mount, which 
savored of sympathy and included the 
spirit of magnanimity, — «a justice 
capable uf seeing good in those whose 
opinions, political and otherwise, differ 
ed from our own. True culture will 
always carry with it self-respect, self- 
restraint,—in a word it is heart 
culture,—and it is only when people 
realize that progress comes from within 
the man and depends upon the culti 
vation of true character, that they will 
give proper attention to the elements 
of “true progress.” The lecture was 
one of the best ever delivered in Moose 
Jaw; one which was calculated ‘to 
elevate the moral tone of the people, 


which should be, and 18, one of the 
chief objects of Christ’s church. 
After the lecture a vote of thanks 


was proposed by Mr. S. K. Rathwell 
and seconded by Mayor Bogue, and 
unanimously carried. 

The choir ably assisted at all 
services, and on Monday evening 
excellent programme of music was 
given. The solo by Mrs. Shepherd 
was wellrendered and greatly appreciat 
ed by the audience, as was also the one 
by Mrs. Bogue, entitled “In the 
Secret of His Presence.” 

Financially the meetings were a 
success.
